LESS TAXABLE PROPERTY 
IN 1924 THAN LAST YEAR 
DECLARES LOCAL SOLICITOR 


Aggregate Value Of Property In Gettysburg 
Taxable For County Purposes Is $156,584 
Lower This Year Than Last, Despite 
Continued Increase In Industrial 
Activities. 


Notwithstanding the erection of new homes and business 
places and the improvements to such structures between the 
. .i assessment and that of 1924, the aggregate value of all 
pi apert.y in Gettysburg taxable for county purposes is $156,• 
•>84 less this year than last. 
This seemingly paradoxical condition existing in the tax 
situation was revealed by Solicitor J. Donald Swope at the ad- 
jourued meeting of the borough council on Friday evening. The

Delay Increases Cost 
Mr. Schnurman declared

of the State Department of Health 
told him that delay in the erection of 
a sewage treatment plant here means 
increasing the eventful cost of such ai 
plant, because of the ever-rising in­ 
crease in the cost of commodities and 
labor. 
The councilmen reported that 
he 
had been told that, if refuse from the 
Oyler and Spangler fertilizer works 
and the county home were helping to 
contaminate Rock Creek and produce 
a stench, the State

“cleans up its mess.”

stream from the fertilizer plant ami
